Driver Is Fined $300. 


Oman Johnston, 3126 Texas 
avenue, was fined $300 today by 
Police Judge Robert G. Dowd 
on charges of careless driving 
and leaving the scene of an 
accident Nov. 28 at Compton and 
Lafayette avenues. Johnston ap- 
pealed.

Judge Dowd’s Comments. 


Judge Dowd, in opening court 
today, said: “It would be shame- 


- ful for the city, after an in- 


tensive educational program car- 
ried by the newspapers and aft- 
er the “*thorough-going traffic 
program directed by the police 
department, if our fatalities 
would exceed last year’s, 

“However, I want to em- 
phasize that the over-all major- 
ity of drivers are careful, and 
accidents are caused by a minor- 
ity of drivers who have a total 
disregard for the rights of 
others.”

“To obtain evidence against 
reckless drivers involved in col- 
lisions we need special police 
investigation squads,

COURT ORDERS 
FINNEGAN TAKEN 
TO GRAND JURY 


Writ Issued to Get Ex- 
Collector’s Testimony 
in Omaha ‘White- 


wash’ Tax Inquiry. 


A writ directing that James 
P. Finnegan, former Collector 
of Internal Revenue here, be 
taken from prison to testify be- 
fore an Omaha (Neb.) federal 
grand jury was issued today. 

The order, signed by United 


States District Judge James A. 
Donohoe at Omaha, was directed 
to Marshal William Raab there 
and to Warden Paul J. Madigan 
of the federal prison at Terre 
Haute, Ind., where Finnegan is 
serving a two-year term for mis- 
conduct in otfice 

Finnegan is a key figure in 
the grand jury’s inquiry, which 
centers around initial efforts of 
Government officials to ‘‘white- 
wash” Finnegan’s activities in 
the Internal Revenue Bureau 
which ultimately -led to his con- 
viction. 

The former St. Louis col- 
lector, who is expected to ap- 
pear before the grand jury Jan. 
11, was questioned in prison re- 
cently by one of three Depart- 
ment of Justice representatives 
directing the investigation. Fin- 
negan is reported to have talked 
freely. 

Other witnesses, likely to be 
called before the grand jury in 
Omaha are John W. Snyder, for- 
mer St. Louisan, who was Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in the Tru- 
man Administration, and George 
J. Schoeneman, former Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue. 

It is expected that the inquiry, 
started in Omaha last month, 
will shift to St. Louis some time 
after the middle of next month.

Rescuer of 5-Year-Old 
Lad Is Lowered on 
Rope From Nearby 
’ Structure. 


Doyle Hunt, 5 years old, was 
saved by firemen today in a 
spectacular rescue five minutes 
after he fell 30 feet to the bot- 


tom.of an abandoned cistern 
near his home at 1423 Chambers 
street. 

The boy, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Junior Hunt, was frightened but 
apparently unhurt. He was 
taken to City Hospital and treat- 
ed for shock. 

Ground covering the cistern, 
apparently softened by rain, 
gave way,as Doyle ran over it 
while playing in a lot across the 
alley from the Hunt home. His 
brother, Curtis, 11, saw him dis- 
appear, sprinted to his house 
and told Mrs. Hunt. Doyle was 
playing with Curtis and another 
brother, Wayne, 8. 

Members of Hook and Ladder 
Co. No. 7 responded to the 
mother’s call for help, arriving 
a minute later. Fearing to start 
a further fall of dirt if they ap- 
proached too close to the hole, 
the firemen lowered Capt. 
Thomas O’Donnell on a knotted 
rope from the roof of an ad- 
jacent shed.. 

O’Donnell found that Doyle 
was standing in muddy water up 
to his armpits. Holding to the 
rope, he grasped the boy with 


| his legs in a wrestler’s scissors 


grip and was pulled back to the 
surface. 

Firemen said the cistern may 
have once been covered with 
wooden planking which has‘rot- 
ted away. The hole will be 
filled to prevent any further ac- 
cidents.

FAMILY OF $9500 
IN FURS, JEWELRY

Mr. and Mrs. Robert M. Berk- 
ley were robbed of furs, dia- 
monds and other jewels valued 
at $9500, and $50 in cash, by 
three masked men, who forced 
their way into the Berkley home, 
8 Brentmoor Park, Clayton, at 
pistol point last night. 

The robbers, described as 
young, neatly-dressed and carry- 
ing .45-caliber automatic pistols, 
were hiding behind bushes near 


the rear door at 7 p.m., when 
Mrs. Elizabeth Worthen and her 
son, Turner Worthen, 
servants, 
quarters in the garage. 

“Get back in the house, this 
is a holdup,” the leader, a tall 
man, ordered the Worthens, 
threatening them with his pistol. 

Mrs. Worthen and her son 
were marched into the dining 
room, where Berkley was seat- 
ed at the telephone. 

“Put down the phone and 
stand against the wall, this is 
a holdup,” the leader directed 
Berkley. 


Thought It Was Joke. 


“The young men were so neat 
appearing I thought they were 
acquaintances of ours playing a 
joke,” Berkley related today. “I 
hesitated in putting the receiver 
down until the big man in the 
group took it from mie and hung 
it up. I then got the idea that 
this really was a holdup.” 

Berkley and the Worthens 
were ordered upstairs by the 
robbers, who marched them into 
the room of Mrs. J@ephine 
Sproul, Mrs. Berkley’s 88-year- 
old mother. 

On the way to her room, Berk- 
ley told the robbers of Mrs. 
Sproul’s age and that she was 
ill. The men did not molest her, 
turning their attention immedi- 
ately to a search of dresser 
drawers in several bedrooms, 

“The big fellow stayed with 
me while his companions made 
the search,” Berkley said. “There 
were no threats or profanity and 
they seemed in a terrible hurry. 

“One robber encountered Mrs. 
Berkley in her dressing room. I 
heard him ask, ‘Where is your 
jewelry?’ She handed the man 
a rope of costume pearls, but he 
wasn’t fooled. He tossed it on 
the floor, and a minute later he 
had found Mes. Berkley’s jewel 
box. She was then ordered into 
Mrs. Sproul’s room with us.” 


Tense Moment About Safe. 


. Berkeley added that he be- 
came worried when the leader 
asked, “‘Where is your safe?” 

“I told him there was a wall 
safe in a bedroom, but that it 
had not been used in 10 years 
and that I did not know the 
combination. That was the 
truth but I wasn’t sure the big 
fellow would believe me. He 
apparently did since there were 
no more questions about the 
safe.” 

At that point, Louis Hack, a 
painter with whom Berkeley had 
been talking on the telephone 
when the robbers made their 
entrance, called back. The rob- 
ber leader took the call, telling 
Hack that Berkeley had “gone 
downtown.” He asked the paint- 
er to try again this morning. 

Ordering the victims to re- 
main in Mrs. Sproul’s room and 
not to call police, the robbers 
started down stairs. As they 
were leaving, Mrs. Berkley 
asked, “Can’t I keep just one 
ring?” 

“Sure, which one?” the rob- 
ber carrying the jewel case 
asked. He held the open case 
toward Mrs. Berkley, but when 
she reached for a ring he 
snapped the lid shut with a curt, 
“Nope, you can’t have it.” 

The robbers, who were in the 
house 15 minutes, ran outside 
and were heard speeding toward 
Big Bend boulevard in an auto- 
mobile which they had parked 
in the service driveway.

The patrol yesterday found 
numerous fingerprints in the 
first floor office of the county 
clerk and is now studying them. 

Caldwell also has asked the 
Federal Burezu of Investigation 
to help try to find the burglars, 
because Sullivan county voters 
cast ballots in a congressional 
race. He said the FBI is check- 
ing on whether it would have 
jurisdiction.

ing how the burglars were able 
to break open the vault and 
make off with the poll books 
and absentee ballots with such 
ease. 
A large window in the county 
clerk’s office was found opened, 
but Caldwell expressed the 
opinion the thieves had entered 
his office by a key because the 
office door had been found un- 
locked.

The Premier was expected to 
win, but by even narrower mar- 
gins than Monday’s 289 to 251 
preliminary ballot to admit the 
Bonn Government into the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 

In theory, no debate can pre- 
cede a French vote of confidence, 
but the Assembly members can 
explain their votes. The rules 
say that only five minutes can 
be allowed for each explanation, 
but this rule is interpreted so 
liberally that the talk sometimes 
goes on for hours. 

The Assembly must decide on 
two vital questions: 

1—Entry of West Germany 
and Italy into an expanded 
Western European Union. This 
was turned down by the Assem- 
bly early last Friday, 280 to 259, 
but Mendes-France brought it up 
again as a new bill and hopes to 
get it approved this time. 

2—Final action on the admis- 
sion of West Germany into 
NATO, approved Monday in an 
article-by-article vote. Tonight's 
ballot will be on the bill as a 
whole. 

When Mendes-France submit- 
ted his new bill on the enlarge- 
ment of the WEU after his Fri- 
day defeat, he wrote in pro- 
visions for a consultation with 
Parliament before any increase 
in the armed forces of WEU | 
members. | 

At the opening of this after- 
‘noon’s session, Leon Noel a 
Gaullist who first had proposed 
the idea, suggested that this 
section of the bill should be sup- 
pressed. 

This reversal seemed immedi- 
ately to create a greater spirit 
of optimism that Mendes-France 
would win out today.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 29 (AP) 
— President Eisenhower will 
send a special message to Con- 
gress Jan. 11 recommending pay 
increases for federal Civil Serv- 
ice workers and postal employes. 

Another special message will 
be sent to Capitol Hill Jan.. 13, 
the little White House § an- 
nounced today, outlining a pro- 
gram of increased pay and bene- 
fits for members of the Armed 
Services. 

The second message also will 
deal with the new reserve pro- 
gram outlined recently by Sec- 
retary of Defense Wilson. 


Draft Extension. 


The new military manpower 
program provides for extension 
of the draft law beyond its ex- 
piration date next summer and 
for a new arrangement under 
which a limited number of teen- 
age youths could elect to take 
six months of training instead 
of waiting for the draft. 


The six months trainees would 
be liable for 942 years of re- 
serve service afterward. Those 
youths who are drafted for two 
years would be required—as 
they are now—to take reserve 
training for six years after dis- 
charge. 

In this connection, the new 
program contemplates measures 
to prevent. evasion of reserve 
obligations. Although present 
law requires draftees to take 
reserve training after they re- 
turn to civilian life, there is no 
enforcement provision. 

James C. Hagerty, White 
House press secretary, told re- 
porters the proposals for civil 
service pay increases and ad- 
justment of job classifications 
would add about $202,000,000 a 
year to present payroll costs.

There were two survivors. 

The big plane was flying from 
Sewart Air Force » Near 
Smyrna, Tenn., to Brookléy Air 
Force Base, Mobile. 

Will Mickle, Huntsville (Ala.) 
Times reporter said he learned 
from military authorities at the 
crash site in rough, wooded 
country, of the casualty list. 

The plane crashed on Shin 
Hook Ridge and _ scattered 
burned, twisted wreckage over 
an area of 250 yards. Partly- 
opened parachutes indicated 
some of the occupants had tried 
to escape death by jumping. The 
body of one man, trailing an 
open parachute, was found 
smashed on a rock, (The United 
Press said one parachutist broke 
a leg in landing.) 

The plane was from the 314th 
Troop Carrier Command based 
at Sewart. 

Authorities identified the two 
survivors as Airman Third Class 
Michael P. Kinnenane of See- 
konk, Mass., and Airman Robert 
Johnson of Cumberland City, 
Tenn.

This is indicated by the fact 
that no deductions claimed 
under the loophole have yet 
been reported to Washington 
from the various Internal Rev- 
enue field offices, Pohlig went 
on. Some are expected when the 
1954 returns come in, he added. 

The 1954 act closed the loop- 
hole and ended what might have 
been a lucrative “gimmick” by 
prohibiting after Jan. 22 the 
rapid amortization of premiums 
on bonds with an early call 
date, Pohlig observed. Thus, pay- 
ment of the bond premium now 
must be spread out over the 
life of the bond unless the re- 
demption period is three years 
or more. 

If substantial numbers of de- 
ductions are claimed on bonds 
purchased before Jan. 22 and 
given to charity, the Internal 
Revenue service probably will 
deny the deductions and face a 
we test, Pohlig said.

region and nationally.

Two Giants Combining. 


“In this Dixon-Yates case, two 
giant holding companies are 
combining forces for a joint en- 
terprise. There are extremely 
dangerous portents for the fu- 
ture when two vast holding com- 
panies, whose assets exceed one 
billion dollars and whose oper- 
ations cover seven states, are 
permitted to embark jointly upon 
a venture of this nature. ° 

“The dangers of such concen- 
tration of economic power were 
recognized by the Congress, two 
decades ago when it adopted the 
Holding Company Act of 1935 
as a result of revelations of the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

“Besides the many economic 
ramifications of such a proce- 
dure, this concentration of pow- 
er of electric utility holding 
companies makes vastly more 
difficult the problem of regula- 
tion, and hence, the problem of 
controlling rates. % 

“When this condition exists, 
not only do the ultimate con- 
sumers of electricity—the home 
owner, farmer, smal] business 
man and industrialist — suffer,. 
but also those local publicly- 
owned electric utilities which 
purchase’ power at wholesale 
from the holding companies. 

' “Moreover, the squeezing of 


the local publicly-owned electric - 


utilities by the holding com- 
panies decimates the effective- 
ness of the public power systems 
in providing the competitive 
force which in the past has been 
so effective in reducing electric 
rates generally.”

If the French reject German 
rearmament, it is possible that 
Mr. Eisenhower will end his 
holiday here and fly back to 
Washington to begin a new 
struggle for western unity. 

Meanwhile the President 
worked on his State of the 
Union message, to be delivered 
to Congress Jan. 6. The White 
House said last night he cannot 
complete the message until the 
French act. 

Hagerty did not explain what 
changes might be required if 
France rejects German rearma- 
ment, but they would probably 
involve defense matters, rela- 
tions with United States Allies 
a ee and possibly foreign 
aid.

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Dulles Shocked 


by Last Week's 


Upset of Paris Pacts in France 


Secretary Told Mendes-France Before As- 
sembly Vote That .U.S. Would Support 
Saar Settlement, Offered Written Assur- 

ances for Use in Debate.

HEN he was in Paris & week before Christmas, Secretary. 
of State John Foster Dulles, at a luncheon with Premier 


Mendes-France and Britain's Foreign Minister Anthony 
Eden, went a long way to make certain concessions that would 
help to assure French ratification of the accords for German 


sovereignty and rearmament. 


That is why the initial vote in the French National Assembly 
rejecting rearmament by 280 to 259 was such a nasty. shock to 
the Secretary. Not only had he gone all the way with the 
Premier, but in turn Mendes-France expressed his firm belief 
that everything was under control and there was no need to 


worry about the outcome. 


In the course of their Junch- 
eon discussion Mendes-France 
said he was worried about the 
reaction in public opinion and 
in the Assembly to the agree- 
ment contained in the London 
accords covering the rich indus- 
trial area of the Saar. France 
came off very well in that agree- 
ment, getting what is in effect 
continuing economic domina- 
tion of a Europeanized Saar. 
In fact, this seemed so favorable 
to France that West German 
Chancellor Adenauer had ap- 
pealed to Paris for new talks 
which would “reinterpret” the 
provision on the Saar. \ 

This demand, the French Pre- 
mier told Dulles and Eden, had 
aroused the suspicion that West 
Germany would not live up to 
the Saar agreement after its 
ratification. Dulles _ replied 
that he understood these fears 
and he proposed a new way to 
meet them. He offered to give 
Mendes-France a letter which 
he could use in the debate say- 
ing in advance that the United 
States would support the set- 
tlement for the long-disputed 
Saarland. Eden added that the 
British were also willing to give 
an advance guarantee. 


More Than Expected. 


This was much more than the 
United States or Britain had 
been expected to do under the 
accords signed in London. Ar- 
ticle 8 of the Saar agreement 
merely provides that after rati- 
fication France and Germany 
can call on the two countries to 
uphold the settlement. The key 
contribution at London was, of 
course, the commitment by the 
British to keep their divisions 
on the continent indefinitely. 

On a second and even more 
touchy matter, Dulles, during the 
luncheon in Paris, made a broad 
concession. There has been 
strong pressure among many 
American officials both in Wash- 
ington and in Indochina to take 
over from the French the train- 
ing of the South Viet Nam 
forces. Virtually the whole cost 
of equipping and maintaining 
these forces is coming from the 
United States. The French are 
so discredited, it has been ar- 
gued, both from their colonial 
past and from the defeat of their 
armies by the Communist Viet- 
minh that local troops would 
never accept French training. 

French Views. 

For their part, the French 
have insisted that to be pushed 
out of the training picture en- 
tirely would mean such a blow 
to their prestige and to the mo- 
rale of French units in Indochina 
that the only retourse would be 


to remove all such units at once. 
This was the argument made by 
Mendes-France when he was in 
America in November and he 
pointed out that evacuation of 
the French units would leave 
South Viet Nam with virtually 
no defenses. 

Before their lunch had ended 
Dulles agreed that training in 
Indochina should be a joint 
French-American undertaking. 
This would be carried out with 
the closest co-operation between 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins, who is 
President Eisenhower’s. repre- 
sentative in the Indochinese 
capital of Saigon, and Gen. Paul 
Ely, French commander-in-chief, 
who took part in the Paris talks. 
Dulles made ‘this agreement 
knowing that it will be extreme- 
ly difficult to implement at the 
working level in view of the 
fierce conflicts and rivalries in 
the suspicion-laden atmosphere 
of Saigon. 

Other Agreements. 

It was further agreed that the 
Viet Namese army should be 
reduced in size since it is at 
present out of proportion to the 
resources available to sustain it. 
And the French, with American 
approval, will pull out some of 
their units since, as Mendes- 
France has said from the begin- 
ning, the French budget cannot 
cover the divisions now in Indo- 
china. These were points on 
which no understanding was 
reached when the French Pre- 
mier was in Washington as 
neither side seemed willing to 
face up to the cost of the present 
military establishment and to 
the question where the funds 
were to come from to sustain it. 

Returning to Washington after 
what had seemed a highly suc- 
cessful session that came after 
the NATO council meeting had 
been held, Dulles was fully con- 
fident of Assembly ratification. 
His initial doubts of Mendes- 
France, following sharp differ- 
ences over the Geneva settle- 
ment which brought an end to 
the fighting in Indochina and 
after the Premier had taken a 
neutral attitude in the debate 
that led to the defeat of the 
European Defense Community 
treaty, seemed to be entirely re- 
solved. 

Imagine his surprise then 
when aids brought in to him the 
adverse vote as it had just been 
flashed over the wire from 
Paris. The process of final rat- 
ification, through the upper 
chamber, is lengthy and in- 
volved. But no matter what the 
French Parliament finally does, 
it will be a long time before

3450 STRIKES | Record of Praise for Ladejinsky 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP) 
—This has been one of the most 
tranquil years in post-World 
War II labor-management rela- 
tions, the Labor Department 
said today. 

The department said a survey 
showed an estimated 3450 strikes 
began in 1954, just a few above 


and about 40 per cent under the 
5117 work stoppages recorded in 
1952. 


The 1954 strikes, the depart- | 


ment said, made 1,500,000 work- 
ers idle for an estimated 22,000,- 
000 man-days, fewer than in any 
year since World War II closed. 
In the record postwar year of 
1946, 4,600,000 workers were 
made idle by strikes for 116,- 
000,000 man-days. 

The department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics also reported 
fewer big strikes in 1954 than 
in 1953 and 1952. There were 
18 such stoppages this year, BLS 
said, compared with 28 last year 
and 35 in 1952. Between 1947 
and 1951 the total varied from 
15 to 22 a year. 


POLISH REDS SAID 
TO FEAR CARDINAL 
MAY .DIE IN PRISON 


MUNICH, Germany, Dec. 29 
(UP)—Radio Free Europe said 
today Cardinal Stefan Wyszin- | 
ski, Communist-imprisoned pri- 
mate of Poland, is “gravely ill 
and may undergo a serious oper- 
ation to save his life.” 

The private-financed Ameri- 
can station, quoting unidentified 
sources, said the 53-year-old 
Cardinal has been transferred 
from Lidzbark to Warsaw “to 
escape the risk of dying in pris- 
son. 

The radio said a group of 
Polish doctors had been called 
on to discuss his:“as yet undis- 
closed ailment.” 

Cardinal Wyszinski was ar- 
rested by the Reds in Septem- 
ber 1953, eight months after he 
became a Cardinal, and has been 
held ever since. So far as is 
known, no charges have been 
filed against him.

The Key Question 
To the Editor the Post-Dispatch: 


When the NATO Council declared 
that atomic and nuclear weapons 
would be used at once in the event 
of a Russian attack, it merely con- 
firmed a fact which has been in- 

“~“creasingly obvious for some time. 

For both France and Germany, 
the NATO declaration means the 
certainty that, if war comes, their 
countries will be destroyed. The 
French cannot help but wonder more 
than ever why they should risk pro- 
voking war by permitting the re- 
birth of German militarism merely 
in order to increase the conventional 
Western defense force by 12 Ger- 
man divisions. 

The Germans cannot help but ask 
themselves more than ever why they 
should sacrifice all hope of peace- 
fully reuniting their partitioned 
country for the privilege of raising 
a defense force too small to defend 
it and for the sake of an alliance 
which, in defending itself, will make 
Germany the initial battlefield in an 
atomic war. 

It is already abundantly clear that 
there is so much opposition to the 
treaties in both Germany and France 
that formal ratification will not cre- 
ate any great position of strength 
from which the West can negotiate 

. —if, indeed, negotiation for an all- 
German settlement is any part of 
the Western plan. 

In these circumstances it is quite 
possible that the attempt to drive 
the treaties through the two parlia- 
ments before exploring the possibil- 
ities of an all-German settlement 
will, even if successful, create not 
a position of strength but’a position 
of dangerous weakness. 

What is to be lost by serious dip-~ 
lomatic efforts to find out whether 
a satisfactory all-German settlement 
is possible? 


To make Austria the test of Soviet 
sincerity in seeking a German settle- 
ment is to put the cart before the 
horse. The Russians will certainly 
not uncover their flank in Austria 
until they are prepared to withdraw 
from East Germany. 

Whether they are prepared to 
withdraw from East Germany on 
conditions acceptable to the West 
can be ascertained only by asking. 
That question should not be asked 
in the goldfish bowl of a full-dress 
conference. It should be asked quiet- 
ly by the United States Ambassador. 

If the answer is Yes, a wave of 
relief will sweep over all of Europe. 
If the answer is No, resistance to 
the Paris-London treaties will dis- 
appear in both Germany and France.

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH No Place to Stay Put 


Late December is the economic prophet's field 
day. Within a few short weeks the President will 
deliver his budget and economic reports to Con- 
gress. Now nearly everyone with a statistic or 
two on his mind has anidea as to what the Presi- 
dent may find and what he should recommend. 


This week between Christmas and New Year’s 
day is no exception. Fortune magazine boldly 
predicts that 1955 will be the best business year 
in history. The National Planning Association, to 
the contrary, warns of rising unemployment and 
static production. The National Industrial Con- 
ference Board, employing 17 economists to split 
the difference, looks for a mild rise in prosperity. 

These predictions naturally involve varied 
ideas as to what should be done, ff anything. 
The N.P.A., a private organization, urges tax re- 
duction to help consumers and a speed up of 
public works, Such ideas are against the recent 
trend, which has included tax cuts in favor of 
investors and reduced public works aimed at a 
balanced budget. 


In view of the disagreement, perhaps the fun- 
damental question is not where we will be in 
1955, but where we are right now. The statistics 
seem to point this way and that, like an errant 
barometer: 

The gross national product—all goods and 
services—has remained about 4 per cent be- 


low the 1953 boom but higher than in other 
peacetime years. 


Living costs were just slightly under the 
record 1953 level but 13 per cent higher 
than before the Korean war. 


Personal income rose to a slightly higher 
annual rate than in 1953, but farm income 
was about 4 per cent below last year. 


Employment compared favorably with last 
year but unemployment rose to nearly 
3,000,000 : 

The Administration’s economists have taken 
heart from these trends, or at least found relief 
in them, while critical economists have had 
doubts. Yet there has been some general agree- 
ment—that no serious depression impends in the 
near future, and contrariwise, that any increase 
in prosperity will also be gradual. 


It is as if the figures on our economy were 
marking time, pending a march in some direc- 
tion or other. And is that satisfactory? The an- 
swer may come, not from commerce, but from 
the cradle. 

By 1960 the United States population is ex- 
pected to reach 170 million, and 193 million by 
1975. Each year more people need more goods, 
and more jobs to enable them to buy more goods 
—each and every year for decades to come. 

Hence it is not sufficient to say that things 
are good because they are almost as good as they 
were last year, or are not getting worse at an 
alarming rate, or may slowly get better. An ex- 
panding nation ought to have an expanding econ- 
omy and it should expand steadily; with no ifs 
or buts or substantially fractured statistics. 

We hope that the coming year justifies the 
rosiest views that anybody now takes, but the 
record of 1954 does not. Not for the long pull. 

What is called for as a New Year’s resolution 
is caution and alertness. For 1955 ought to be 
better or it will not be good enough. 
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In the Mold of Mercier 


_Recent reports from Hungary that Cardinal 
Mindszenty has been released from prison ap- 
parently are unfounded. The Vatican radio has 
denied the reported release. On Monday it said 
positively: “The Cardinal today starts his seventh 
year of unjust imprisonment.” 

The Hungarian Communist Government doubt- 
less thinks it knows what it is doing, but it runs 
a serious risk of making Cardinal Mindszenty 
even more of a martyr than he already is. Hun- 
gary is heavily Roman Catholic in population, If 
Cardinal Mindszenty should die in prison the 
result will approach the martyrdom that would 
have been accorded him had he been executed 
in 1949—after the so-called trial and conviction 
by a Hungarian “People’s Court.” He is 62 and 
in a weakened physical condition. 

Cardinal Mindszenty is not the only present 
member of the College of Cardinals who has 
felt personally the sting of the whip of Commu- 
nist dictatorship. Cardinal Wyszanski of Poland 
is listed by the Vatican as still jailed and Cardi- 
nal Stepinac of Yugoslavia, although released 
from prison, is officially restricted to his home 
community. Cardinal Tien of China is not im- 
prisoned, but he is an exile from his homeland 
and that experience may be even harder in some 
ways than being locked up. 

The hero of heroes among Catholic church- 
men in the first half of the century probably 
was Cardinal Mercier of Belgium. He had not 
the slightest hesitation in defying the Kaiser’s 
German hordes when they swept across the 
Rhine in 1914. Dictators always confront men of 
spirit who will not be crushed and outstanding 
among these are men of differing faiths who live 
and breathe in the tradition of the great and 
flaming Cardinal Mercier of Malines. 
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Adm. Strauss Serves Notice 

Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission,. describes himself as an un- 
happy man in a Fortune interview. Although he 
gives no hint of quitting now, Adm. Strauss says 
his AEC chairmanship will be his “last public 
job on earth” because “for the first time in my 
life I have enemies.” 

About that only Adm. Strauss and the “ene- 
mies’ can know. But we may wonder whether he 
is confusing enmity and opposition. For example, 
he declares that the Dixon-Yates issue is as 
“phony as a three-dollar bill.” That is cause for 
opposition galore in Congress and out. 

He draws more opposition when he says that 
because of politics the salient facts of the Dixon- 
Yates agreement will never be known to the 
public, and that the contract would be advan- 
tageous to the Government in the final analysis. 

Those who disagree can tell of their efforts to 
get the issue clearly before the people. This 
newspaper, for example, can remind Adm. 
Strauss that it published the full text of at least 
the then current version of the agreement.

another. 
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Mr. Reed Ready to Fight 


This seems to be the season in which Republi- 
can congressional leaders announce to President 
Eisenhower, by way of public statements, which 
of his policies they will not stand for. Senator 
Knowland has laid down the law on co-existence, 
Senator McCarthy has promised “lots of 
speeches” in favor of a China blockade, and now 
Congressman Daniel A. Reed, senior Republican 
on the House Ways and Means Committee, has 
issued a similar statement. 


Congressman Reed praises the Administra- 
tion’s foreign policy in general, thus evidently 
parting company with the Knowland school of 
criticism. But he has a warning of his own to 
offer. He will fight any Administration foreign 
trade program “which does not protect the in- 
terest of our American workers and producers.” 

Is the Administration, then, out to destroy 
the interest of American workers and producers? 
Of course not. As President Eisenhower argued 
in his special message on foreign economic poli- 
cy last March 30, the interest of American work- 
ers and producers will be protected, not de- 
stroyed, by an expansion of internatiénal trade. 

Unless the United States subsidizes trade by 
large gifts of dollars abroad, any expansion will 
have to be supported by permitting foreigners 
to earn dollars instead—by permitting them, that 
is, to sell more goods in this country. Hence 
President Eisenhower recommended a three-year 
extension of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act with expanded authority to negotiate tariff 
reductions. 


But there was only one way. to satisfy diehard 
opponents of effective tariff reduction like Rep- 
resentative Reed. To them, “protecting the inter- 
est of our American workers and producers” 
means, not merely moderate and cautious tariff 
cuts, but no tariff cuts at all. And so they com- 
pelled President Eisenhower to abandon his for- 
eign economic program and to settle for a for- 
mal one-year extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. 


Now the President is reported preparing a re- 
newed appeal for the policy which was defeated 
in 1954. Judging by past performance and by 
Congressman Reed’s current warning, Mr. Eisen- 
hower can count on the opposition of the senior 
Republican on the Ways and Means Committee. 

We hope that will not dissuade him from spon- 
soring as broad and as constructive a foreign 
trade policy in the new Congress as he did for 
a few weeks in the old. Congressman Reed ‘will 
not. be a committee chairman in the Democratic- 
controlled Congress, and so will not have the 
power to block legislation which he had in 1954. 

This is one of the dividends of the Democratic 
Congress which President Eisenhower asked the 
voters not to give him—a dividend which, now 
that the election is over, he might as well enjoy. 
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Who Will Step Aside? 

Although there will be no Republican vacancy 
on the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
Senator McCarthy has requested that he be as- 
signed to it. He says he will trade his seat on 
the Appropriations Committee because he re- 
gards it as necessary that he be on the committee 
that shapes foreign policy for this country. 

We await with interest an announcement as 


to which of his G.O.P. colleagues will step aside 


so the junior Senator from Wisconsin can realize 
this new ambition. Perhaps the ranking Repub- 
lican, his fellow Senator from Wisconsin, Alex- 
ander Wiley, will make the sacrifice. Or maybe 
it will be Republican Leader Knowland of Cali- 
fornia. 

If neither of them gives way then it will be 
up to Smith of New Jersey, Hickenlooper of 
Iowa, Langer of North Dakota, Aiken of Vermont 
or Capehart.of Indiana. Surely one of the seven 
will rise generously from his chair, bow low and 
invite the recently condemned Senator to sit 
down. 
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Protecting the Elderly 

The County Council is to be given an oppor- 
tunity shortly to tighten the regulations covering 
the licensing of nursing homes in St. Louis 
county. Assuming that the councilmen act on the 
considered advice of their Health Department, 
this could spell some improvement. 

But the body with the greatest power to put 
the screws on the nursing home racketeers is the 
Missouri Legislature. What is needed as a bare 
minimum is a law that groups and licenses 
homes on the basis of the services sold, be they 
nursing, rest and recuperation, or just plain 
boarding. The law also ought to require strict 
standards and frequent inspections, and carry a 
stiff penalty clause. 

St. Louis county members of the Missouri 
House and Senate might well lead the fight for 
this legislation. The public interest demands that 
the nursing home industry be carefully super- 
vised to prevent the unscrupulous from exploit- 
ing the elderly. Nursing, rest and hoarding 
homes ought to be made to meet certain decent 
standards or be forced out of business, — 

This is a golden opportunity for the county's 
legislators to perform a notable public service 
for their districts, their county and their state. 
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A Field for New Laws 


A committee of the Chicago Bar Association is 
at work on a bill for the coming session of. the 
Illinois Legislature that will deal with the sub- 
ject of artificial insemination. 

This is in response to calls from the American 
Academy of Obstetrics and Gynecology and the 
American Committee on Maternal Welfare for 
clarifying the legal aspects of births that follow 
conception via scientific megns. Specifically the 
Chicago committee’s work is in reaction to the 
ruling by. a Chicago Judge that artificial insem- 
ination, when the donor is not the husband, is 
“contrary to public policy and good morals." The 
Judge went on to say that the practice amounted 
to adultery and that children so born are pro- 
duced out of wedlock and hence are illegitimate. 

Conservative estimates are that 40,000 so-called 
test-tube babies are born in the United Sta 


every year. This practice has developed because 


ly sterile and some parents wish to overcome the 
bar to children by artificial insemination. 

The question is one that merits serious study 
and an attitude of sympathy and understanding. 
It is not enough to dismiss the practice as illegal 
or immoral. Since statutes apparently are going 
to be rewritten in more than one state the intent 
should be to obtain the best thinking of represen- 
tative church leaders, sotiologists and physicians. 
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Press Denounces a Benson Firing

Secretary Benson’s new statement 
has not helped matters very much. His 
offer of another job to Mr. Ladejinsky 
if he can pass security clearance is like 
an assurance that a man will have a 
fair trial after which he will be hanged.

The case, apart 
from its gravity, is 
a classic example 
of failure in admin- 
istrative co-ordina- 
tion—failure of the 
sort that is devas- 
tating to America’s reputation. If there 
are items in Mr. Ladejinsky’s file which 
somehow escaped the scrutiny of Scott 
McLeod in the State Department, then 
Secretary Benson owes it to Mr. Lade- 
jinsky to say what they are. And if 
there are not, about the only way to 
repair the mischief is for the President 
personally to disavow the finding of his 
Secretary of Agriculture.

equal of the force at Giap’s dis- 
posal. 

The French’ expeditionary 
force will certainly not fight to 
defend South Viet Nam, for men 
do not lightly take up arms again 
when they have laid them down. 
It is not American policy to 
fight for South Viet Nam either. 
The peaceable, _ self-deluding 
noises from Washington indicate 
that plainly enough. But it very 
definitely is the Viet Minh pol- 
icy to fight for South Viet Nam 
if necessary. 

Such are the ugly factors in 
the military equation. On the 
one side is a powerful and grow- 
ing force, ready to fight if need 
be. On: the other side there is 
approximately nothing. The 
military equation, furthermore, 
directly affects the political 
equation. Already Viet Minh 
agents are approaching impor- 
tant military and political per- 
sonalities in the south to see 
whether they would like to make 
their deals now. Before long 
the same sell-outs will probably 
be taking place that marked the 
last phase of the loss of China. 

All the signs indicate the im- 
minence of another shattering 
Communist victory in Indochi- 
na. Only a miracle, which no 
one is making a serious effort 
to produce, can now save south- 
ern Indochina and Laos from 
the fate of Hanoi and Haiphong.

Diem Says 
Depend on Self Against Reds. 

SAIGON, Viet Nam, 
(AP)—Premier Ngo Dinh Diem 
said today non-Communist South 
Viet Nam must depend primarily 
on itself rather than on outside 
help in defense against the 
Communist Vietminh who hold 
the North. 

He made this point in em- 
phasizing that he still regards 
150,000 as the lowest this coun- 
try can go in reducing its na- 
tional army. 

The United States, which is 
to foot the bill in 1955, wants 


the army reduced from 217,000 |: 


to a more highly trained force 
of 90,000, 

The Premier said in an inter- 
view it is unlikely that foreign 
soldiers could engage in the 
jungle, rice paddy and moun- 
tain warfare required if the 
Vietminh attacked the south. 

He reported he had convinced 
Britain, through its Southeast 
Asia High Commissioner, Mal- 
colm MacDonald, of this fact as 
well as of the vulnerability of 
the south to assault from several 
directions. He said he had de- 
scribed the threat to British 
Malaya of a possible Communist 


expansion through neighbors 
J.aos and Cambodia.

“I don’t have a bit of trouble with any of 
them, and I think they'd tell you the same thing of me.

RIGHT YOU ARE, Mrs. McQ., but some people are hard 
to get along with in some circumstances.

5. Is thoughtless, inconsiderate, selfish, unappreciative, 
etc., 7.9 per cent. 


6. Clings, is immature, childish, dependent, no life of 
own, etc., 7.2 per cent. 

7. Disagrees on traditions, has different standards, re- 
sists change, intolerant of our ways, nothing in common, 
etc., 6.2 per cent. 


8. Is self-righteous, superior, always right, egotistical, 
etc., 4.3 per cent. 


9. Takes sides, plays favorites, shows partiality, spoils, 
etc., 3.9 per cent. 

10. Tattles, gossips, misrepresents facts, exaggerates, 
lies, is dishonest, insincere, deceitful, etc., 3.9 per cent.

’ gy HAVE a telegram asking me 
| what I think of a letter writ- 


ten by C. Rajagopalachari of 
Madras, India, which appeared 


on the editorial 
page of the New 
York Times last

people, to do 
away with the 
use of all 
atomic weapons. 
Mrs. Roosevelt Because we 

used the bomb 
to end the war with Japan he 
feels that it would be a privilege 
for us to renounce the use of 
all such weapons now. He says 
that germ warfare has been 
practically ruled out because no 
nation feels that it could possi- 
bly use that kind of warfare— 
and yet the accusations were 
made in the Korean war that 
we had used germs. We insisted 
that we had not, but the accusa- 


tions were nevertheless made. 
* * * 
RAJAGOPALACHARI IN- 
SISTS that as long as we nego- 


tiate about how to control atomic 


weapons we will be on the verge 
of using them. It is true that 
these negotiations keep us con- 
stantly wondering what may 
hdppen, but at the same time 
and on the same page of the 
New York Times there was an 
article by James Reston which 
reminded us all that in Wash- 
ington (and I think in the whole 
United States) peace is every- 
body’s most-important business. 

I am wondering, however, if 
it is possible for a nation to 
give up a weapon which it has 
grown acc to thinking 
is not a weapon to use for kill- 
ing, but a weapon which, unused, 
may be the one real assurance 
of peace on earth. Unless a 
country has an idea in which 
it believes so fully that that be- 
lief is stronger than any weéap- 
on, it would-be impossible to 
throw the weapon away.

IN OUR EARLY DAYS when 


_we were fighting against great 


odds, we believed strongly that 
the democratic idea, which we 
were establishing in this coun- 
try, in itself was strong enough 
to sweep the world. We felt we 
had evolved a new way of life, 
a way of life in which people 
who had always known slavery 
suddenly were going to be made 
free. 

Many of the men who held to 
this idea were aristocrats and 
yet they had a vision that not 
just they, themselves, but all 
men were going to be free. All 
men were going to have an op- 
portunity to take part in their 
own governments, and they 
hoped for peace just as we do. 

Now, I think if this idea were 
as strong with us today as it was 
in 1776, perheps we could do as 
our Indian friend suggests. But 
unless we are convinced that this 
idea has such vitality that in it- 
self it will win the world to its 
banners, I do not think there 
is any hope that doing away. 
with the bomb will accomplis 
the ends desired. 

The belief in the idea must 
come first, and then perhaps 
the other gestures will come as 
a matter of course.

Confidence Needed

BABY-SITTER doesn’t always feel confident, but it 
A always helps if she looks as if she feels confident. 

When the child says, “‘Mommy always does it this 
way,” or “Mommy always lets me,” the sitter should be able 
to say, “Um-hm. Well, I don’t,” without rancor or bitter- 
ness or anxiety. 

Often, in fact, the sitter is in a better position than a 
parent to show this pleasant, unruffled confidence since, as 
we suggested earlier, the sitter knows that in a few hours 
she'll be going home, while the mother’s job goes on and on. 

x k * 

PERHAPS ONE OF THE MOST important factors in 
successful baby-sitting is confidence not to worry too much 
about what the parents will think. Far more numerous than 
the irresponsible sitters whom we sometimes hear about, 
are the sitters who worry about what the parents will think. 
During an evening of baby-sitting, in the midst of one crisis 
or another, some unusual bargains may occasionally be 
struck with the child, or some unusual arrangements may be 
hit upon by the sitter, in a creative brainstorm. These may 
on fuller thought seem a little peculiar. The sitter who wor- 
ries too much about what the parents will think cannot be 
spontaneuosly creative in solving new problems as they 
come up. The sitter who is a little less concerned may solve 
the problem effectively, then worry afterward. 

Most sitters, however, have discovered that the parents 
care a great deal more about whether the children had a 
reasonably good time and were not seriously injured than 
whether something was done a little differently than usual. 

Maybe George and Jimmy swapped rooms and Ralph 
ended up in his mother’s bed, but they can eventually get 
sorted out. The parents know pretty well what kinds of dif- 
ficulties could have come up—and probably more about how 
the children are likely to act with sitters than the sitters 
may give them credit for. They are more likely to be in- 
trigued than appalled at a sitter’s novel solutions of prob- 
lems. 


x * * 


THIS MEANS that the sitter must not be afraid to be 
herself. But she must not thrust herself too strongly into 
the situation. She must be able to suspend her own desires 
sufficiently not to get too discouraged or annoyed if a 
6-year-old makes up special rules in checkers so that he 
always wins. And if she can at times assume a role differ- 
ent from her own idea of herself, she can add greatly to her 
own and the child’s enjoyment of the experience. Here is 
where the “ham” in her can come out, as with some chil- 
dren she assumes a slight flavor of W. C. Fields, to contrast 
with the “Isn't this lovely?” approach of. Miss Frances. 

Reading or story-telling provides another chance to let 
yourself go. Techniques of adapting the story line to a 
child’s level can help make a limited number of books cover 
a wide range of children. 

Above all, humor is probably the most important stand- 
by of any sitter—both for her own sake and that of the 
child. Humorous techniques can go a Jong way to smooth 
out tangles. And if, now and then, when things seem really 
bad you can step back and see how funny the situation 
would sound if someone told it to you, it may help to main- 
tain sanity.

The Texas Oil Millionaires 


H. L. Hunt, Richest Man in the World 


He Strives to Avoid Publicity, but Finds Himself in News as Force Behind Facts Forum

millionaires. 


DALLAS, Dec. 29. 

T is generally agreed that 

Haroldson Lafayette Hunt is 

the richest man in the world 
today. He has held this suppo- 
sitious title for a number of 
years, but this year the United 
Press made a world-wide sur- 
vey, and reported that Hunt had 
definitely ousted the Nizam of 
Hyberabad from the number 
one spot. 

The Nizam, who had held the 
title for years, has been cut 
down to the one billion class 
by the new Government of In- 
dia. Hunt has an estimated in- 
come of $140,000 a day, and is 
said to be worth somewhere in 
the neighborhood of two billion 
dollars. 

Hunt’s determination to re- 
main obscure has been so suc- 
cessful through the years that 
hardly anyone outside of Texas 
and the oil business had heard 
of him until 1948, when Life 
magazine ran a full page picture 
of him with the caption that he 
was the richest man in the 
world. 

But while Hunt himself still 
maintains a Garbo seclusion, he 
has found himself very much 
in the news in the last few years 
as the money and the driving 
force behind the highly contro- 
versial Fact Forum, a_tax- 
exempt foundation whose only 
aim and purpose, it claims, is to 
awaken people into discussing 
and understanding national and 
international issues. Its critics, 
on the other hand, maintain it 
is less a non-partisan education- 
al program than one of the 
biggest private political-propa- 
ganda machines in the United 
States. . 

Shortly after his picture ap- 
peared in Life, Hunt gave the 
first interview of his 59 years 
to a Dallas newspaper. He re- 
vealed something of his philoso- 
phy, but little about himself. 

“Money,” he said, “is nothing. 
It is just something to make 
bookkeeping convenient.” 

Hunt stands six feet tall, 
weighs 210 pounds, has green- 
gray eyes and a pink complexion 
which is set off by a sort of 
halo of silky white hair. As for 
being the richest man in the 
world, he said at the time, “I'm 
neither impressed with the idea, 
nor do I know that I am. 

“I’ve never been concerned 
with the possibility. Pm more 
concerned with meeting payrolls. 
Anyway, a man is not paid for 
accumulation, but only for what 
he produces and delivers.” 

Asked how he had’ managed 
for so many years to remain 
obscure, he denied that he was 
a man of mystery, “at least to 
my hundreds of employes and 
friends.” Until this year he has 
never posed for a picture by 
press photographers, and the 
picture which almost invariably 
appears in connection with any- 
thing written about him is a 
studio portrait which gives him 
a somewhat angelic look. 

As for the photo in Life, “I 
was just standing there waiting 
for a light,” he explained in the 
interview, “and I noticed this 
fellow aiming a camera at me. 
I thought he was a street pho- 
tographer, but he didn’t hand 
me a card, so I decided he was 
photographing a building.” 


~*~ * * 
UNT was born on a farm 
H rear Vandalia, Ill, the 


youngest son of a Confed- 
erate veteran. Among the few 
things he has revealed about 
his childhood is that he could 
read and write when he was 
three. He went to school to 
the fifth grade and then took 
an examination which gave him 
a grade school diploma. 

He worked as a ranch hand 
and a lumberjack. In 1915 he 
married Lyda Bunker, of Lake 
Village, Ark. , 

“Mrs. Hunt,” he said, “can be 
credited with about 90 per cent 
of our financial success.” 

He drilled his first oil well in 
1921, on a small lease near El 
Dorado; Ark. The story has been 
printed many time that he was 
quite a gambler in his youth and 
that he won the lease in a poker 
game. Hunt has never confirmed 
nor denied this story, 

His first well just about paid 
for drilling costs, he revealed, 
but other wells in Arkansas were 
more successful. In 1930 he 
drilled his first successful well 
in Texas, near Wheeler. He was 
in East Texas when C. M. (Dad) 
Joiner, a famous wildcatter of 
a generation ago, who became

fabulously wealthy and died 
broke, brought in the East Texas 
field, which at that time was 
the world’s largest. Hunt said 
he bought Joiner’s discovery well 
and 4000 acres of leases in the 
vicinity. Later he developed 
more wells near Tyler, Tex. In 
1937 he moved to Dallas where 
he bought a 10-acre estate, the 
house on which is a replica of 
Mount Vernon, but Texas-like, 
is some four times as large as 
the original. Later he expanded 
his oil operations to Illinois and 
Mississippi. 

Hunt owns 81.9 per cent of 
the Hunt Oil Co. in Dallas, is 
president of and owns 71.5 per 
cent of the Tenable Oil Co. in 
Dallas, 16 per cent of the Placid 
Oil Co. of Shreveport of which 
his family owns the rest of the 
stock. He has holdings in 14 
states. 

Hunt is believed to own 
$2,000,000 worth of oil land and 
to have oil holdings in excess of 
$500,000,000. In addition he has 
income from other business ven- 
tures, one of which, oddly 
enough, is pecans. He grew 
pecans in Arkansas as a hobby, 
now has huge and profitable 
pecan groves in four southern 
states. 


In the last few years, Hunt 
has become a figure in the news 
not only because of Facts 
Forum, but as a supporter of 
Senator Joe McCarthy. He calls 
himself a Democrat, but he sup- 
ported Eisenhower in 1952. 

“As a matter of fact,” he an- 
nounced once, “I have no faith 
in either the Democratic or Re- 
publican parties.” 
interview, regarding his politics 
he said, “On any ticket, I would 
vote for these men for President 
in the order named: MacArthur, 
Taft, Warren, Eisenhower. I 
feel the country needs a Presi- 
dent with extreme courage.” 

Facts Forum was started in 
1951. In a statement in connec- 
tion therewith, Hunt described 
what he believed would be a 
struggle to the death in this 
country between two schools of 
thought, the far right and the 
far left. The middle-of-the- 
roaders would be 
The fight will be, to use. his 
terms, between the liberals and 
the constructives. 

In a booklet explaining the 
origin of Facts Forum, Hunt 
said he had been repeatedly

Hunt. 

A number of national mag- 
azines have tried to do articles 
on Hunt, but none has succeeded 
in even getting close to him. 
One magazine, it was said, toyed 
with the idea of doing an article 
on the difficulties of trying to 
see H, L. Hunt, world’s richest 
man. 

Hunt belongs to what George 
Fuermann, in his book, “Land 
of the Big Rich,” called a new 
race of men created by Texas 
and known as oilmen. They are 
men of forthright and salty- 
tongued disposition, he said, 
which is often mistaken for poor 
breeding, but which is really a 
bold new culture created by a 
staggering number of dollars. 

Texas has been called a lot 
of things, including just a state 
of mind, but there seems little

T IS only reasonable, of

South was much too aggres- 
sive when, on top of his previous 
strong bidding, he redoubled 
four hearts, but it is worth not- 
ing that this redouble did not 
bring joy to the opponents—or, 
at least, not until the finish! 
West couldn’t be too proud of 
his holding, and East’s double 
was obviously a gamble. How- 
ever, when the smoke of battle 
cleared, it was not East-West 
who had to hide their faces! 


West led a low spade. East 
ruffed, cashed the club ace and 
led a second round. West ruffed 
and returned another spade. 
East ruffed again, and then 
carefully selected the diamond 
king as his next play. East’s 
trump king was now blank, of 
course, but declarer might be 
induced to finesse for that miss- 
ing card if East showed enough 
high cards (club ace and dia- 
mond king) to let South conclude 
that the heart king was in West's 
hand, for his overcall. 


South, winning with the blank 
ace of diamonds, reacted exactly 
as East hoped. West had held 
only the king and jack of spades, 
no very high card in diamonds, 
and nothing in clubs. What was 
more likely, then, that he had 
the heart king, and that East's 
double had merely been lead- 
directing? So South finessed, and 
East-West scored up 1000 pcints.
